LANGUAGE BROADCAST OF NOTE REPORTEDLY SENT BY DRV FOREIGN MIN- 
ISTER TO FOREIGN MINISTERS OF ALL COUNTRIES SIGNATORY TO 1962 
GENEVA AGREEMENT ON LAOS. NOTE ALLEGES THAT USG AND THAILAND 
"HAVE BEEN VIOLATING 1962 AGREEMENTS ON LAOS." IT SPECIFICALLY 
CHARGES THAT MAINTENANCE OF U.S. MILITARY FORCES IN THAILAND 
AND USG USE OF THAI TERRITORY COMPRISE VIOLATIONS OF ARTICLE 
1(B) OF VIENTIANE 1973 AGREEMENT. NOTE CALLS UPON GENEVA 1962 
SIGNATORIES "TO USE THEIR INFLUENCE" TO FORCE THE U.S. TO WITH- 
DRAW MILITARY FORCES AND DISMANTLE ITS MILITARY BASES IN 
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2. REFS B AND C ARE TRANSCRIPTIONS OF STATEMENT BY LPF SPOKES- 
MAN BRAODCAST OVER RADIO PATHET LAO MAY 30. STATEMENT HAS AURA 
OF BEING CAREFULLY-DRAFTED, HIGH-LEVEL PATHET LAO VIEWPOINT AND 
IS ALSO OBVIOUSLY TIMED TO COINCIDE WITH EXPIRATION OF TROOP 
WITHDRAWAL PERIOD IN LAOS JUNE 4. PARTICULARLY NOTICEABLE IS 
EMPHASIS PLACED ON DEMANDS THAT U.S. MILITARY PRESENCE BE WITH- 
DRAWN FROM THAILAND.

4. COMMENT: WE HAVE NOTED IN PAST FEW DAYS A MARKED INCREASE 
IN INTENSITY AND FREQUENCY OF RADIO PATHET LAO ATTACKS ON U.S. 
PRESENCE IN THAILAND. OUR BELIEF IS THAT THIS NEW PROPAGANDA 
THEME IS INTENDED TO DIVERT ATTENTION FROM CLEAN IMAGE OF USG 
AND THAI COMPLIANCE WITH LAO AGREEMENTS WHICH WE HAVE ACHIEVED 
OVER PAST 16 MONTHS. THEME ALSO IMPLIES THAT COMMUNIST SIDE MAY 
BELIEVE IT HAS MADE IMPORTANT PROGRESS TOWARD COMMUNIST OBJECTIVES 
IN LAOS AND IS NOW PROCEEDING TO FOCUS ENERGIES ON U.S. MILITARY 
PRESENCE AND BASES IN THAILAND. 
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
